As to claim 10, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an optical measurement system the particular first and second sockets and 
particular first and second hollow cylinders, in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claims 10-16. 

As to claim 17, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in an optical measurement system the particular first and second sockets and 
particular handle, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 17-18.
